Crop Estimates and Theories. 

The friends of forecast and computa- 
tion, to use the expressive terms oO! the 
New Orleans Democrat, are busy, and so 
are the problem starters. All recognize 
the fact that the cotton product is an- 
nually increasing, and all see that the 
new system can produce under average 
circumstances just as large a crop as the 
world will say in advance that it, wants. 
Barring any sweeping disaster, it is sale 
to say tifat the southern farmers are now 
pyepared to make six millions of bales a 
year, with an expansive capacity of a mil- 
lion or so more. But, asks the thoughtiul 
planter, will not this very capacity lave 
a depressing effect upon future prices? 
May it not lead in some fruitful year to 
an immense overproduction from which 
there would bea very slow recovery in 
prices? The Memphis Appeal thinks 
the true safeguard against such a contin- 
gency is found in an effort to curtail as 
far and as fast as possibile the exportauuon 
of raw cotton, and to apply the surplus 
energies and capital of the south to the 
manufacture of the staple. The Appeal 
believes that the man who makes his own 
supplies is of all planters in the best posi- 
tion to increase his production of cotton, 
and that overproduction can only be 
averted by inducing the people of the 
south to turn their attention as much to 
the manufacture as tothe production 
of cotton. There is certainly sense, as 
well as great profit, In this, and perhaps 
after two or three severe lessons, the far- 
sighted portion of our people will be 
ready to act up to it. : 

In spite of the predictions that the 
growing crop “will be seven and a half 
“millionsjof bales under any circumstance, 
“and, with a good season, nine millions,” 
the New Orleans Democrat thinks there 
is really no reason toapprehend an 
immense crop this year. It accepts 
the statement of Colonel Richardson— 
who is by far the largest cotton planter 
in the south—that the seed is defective— 
very defective in the best cotton districts, 
and partially so in all other portions of 
the south. The Democrat is confident 
that the crop of 1881 hinges upon this 
very point, which is aggravated of course 
by the backwardness of 
The labor supply nowhere more 
abundant than it was™last year; the 
planting is frpm fifteen to thirty days 
late, and the seed is full of trouble. The 
question, says the lL emocrat, not 
whether the crop will be larger than the 
one just marketed, but whether the 
country has seed enough to properly 
plant the ground that was planted last 
year.

When; DeJarnette delaberately shot bis sister at 
a house of questionable Character-in Danville, 
Va., the crime was justly denounced asa cruel 
murder. Miss DeJarnette, it will be recollected, 
left her home and subsequently took up her home 
ata Gisreputable establishment. Her brother, 
upon ascertaining ber residence secured admis- 
sion t her room, and coolly disregarding her 
appeals for mercy, and her earnest promises of 
reformation if her life was spared, discharged his 
revolver at the defenseless vir! as she knelt weep 
lug and in terror before him. The murderer’s 
apology forthe crime was that he had been 
prompted to kill his sister in defeuse of the 
“family honor.” Kather than lend her a 
helping hand and aid ber to redeem the past and 
keep the scandal from the world, he bot only 
took her life, but spread the story of her shame 
over the whole country. Weare at a loss to un- 
dersiaud how such a murderous act vindicated 
the family “honor."’ Had DeJarnette killed the 
man responsible for his sister's disgrace, the un- 
written Jaw that justifies such summary punish- 
nent would, and with some reason, probably 
have refused to hold him to account for the 
crime; but his brutal killing of a defenseless 
though unfortunate girl was a crime against 
humanity that should havesent the slayer to the 
scaffold or at lemst consigued him 
to a life-long imprisonment.
